There was something original and

They were all in the 
rime of life, closely attached by re- 
proeál friendship, fond of social en- 
tymeiits; anil looked forward to their 
iture meetings xvitli unalloyed nnti- 
pations ot pleasure.

It was high summer when this froi- 
• compact was entered into; and as

*ars of the ensuing years. Their im- 
ginations ran riot with a thousand 
ay predictions of festive merriment, 
ley wantoned in conjectures of what 
lianges time would make; Joked each 
ther on their appearance when they 
nould meet—some hobbling 
on 
ruteheH after a severe fit ot the gout; 
tlWW poking about with purblind 
ves, which, even spectacles could 
ardly enable to distinguish the alder- 
ían’s walk or a haunch of venison— 
:>me with portly round bellies and ti- 
y little biown wigs, and others de- 
¿ntly dressed out in" a new suit of 
lom ning, for the death of a great- 
rand-son or a great-grand-daughter. 
“ As for .you, George,” exclaimed 
ne of the* twelve addressing his 
rother-in-law, “ I expect I shall see 
oil as dry, withered, and shrunken as 
n old eel skin, you mere outside of a 
ian!" and he accompanied the words 
ritha hearty slup on the shoulder. 
George Fortescue was leaning eare- 
sssly over the side of flip yacht, 
insming the loudest ot any at the 
on vernation that had been carried on. 
'he sudden manual salutation of his 
rotherdn-law threw him oft his bal- 
nne, and in a moment he was over- 
ioard. They heard the heavy splash 
f his fall, before they could be said to 
iave seen him fall. The yacht was 
iroceeding swiftly along—but it was 
nstuntly stopped. The utmost eon- 
ternation now prevailed. It was 
icarly dark, but Fortescue was known 
o be a good swimmer, and startling 
is the accident Was, they felt certain 
hat he would regain the vessel, 1 hey 


could not see him. They listened. They 
heard the sound of his hands and feet. 
They hailed him. An answer was re­ 
turned, hut in a faint gurgling voice, 
and t In* exclamation, “ O (tod!” struck 
upon their cars. In an instant, two 
or three who were expert swimmers, 
plunged into tin* river, and swam to­ 
wards the spot whence the exclama­ 
tion had proceeded. One of them was 
within an arm's length of Fortescue 
he saw him; before lie could lie reach­ 
ed, he went down, and his distracted 
friend beheld the eddying circles of 
the wave just over the spot where he 
had sunk. He dived after him and 
touched the bottom; but the tide 
must have drifted the body onwards, 
for he could not lie found! They pro­ 
ceeded to one of the nearest stations 
where draws were kept, and having 
procured all the apparatus necessary, 
they returned to the fatal spot. After 
the lapse of above an hour, they suc­ 
ceeded in raising tin* lifeless body of 
their lost friend. All I lit* usual reme­ 
dies were employed for restoring sus­ 
pended animation, but in vain; and 
they now pursued the remainder of 
their course to London, in mournful 
silence, with the corpse of him who 
had commenced tin* day of pleasure 
with them in the fullness of health, of 
spirits, and of life! Amid their severer 
grief they could not but reflect how 
soon one of the joyous twelve had 
slipped out of the litrle circle. 
The months rolled on, and cold De­ 
cember came with all its cheering 
round of kindly greetings and morrv 
hospitalities; aiid with it came the 
softened recollection of poor Fortescue; 
eleven of the twelve assembled on the 
last day of the year and it was impos­ 
sible not to feel their loss as they sat 
down to dinner. The very irregularity 
of tlu* table, six on one suit*, and only 
five on the other, forced the melan­ 
choly event on their memory. 
There arc few sorrows so stubborn 
as to resist the united influence of 
wine, a circle of select friends, and a 
season of prospective gaiety. A dec­ 
orous sigh or two, a few becoming 
ejaculations, andan instructive obser­ 
vation on the uncertainty of life, 
made up the sum of the posthumous 
“ offerings to the remains of poor 
George Fortescue” as they proceeded 
to discharge the more important du­ 
ties for which they had met. By the 
time the third glass of champagne 
had gone round, In addition to sundry 
potations of fine old hock, and “ cap­ 
ital Madeira,” they had ceased to dis­ 
cover anything so pathetic In the in­ 
equality of the two sides of the table, 
or so melancholy in their crippled 
number of eleven. 
[The rest of the evening passed off 
very pleasantly in conversation, good 
humored enjoyment, and conviviality, 
and it was not till 1- o’clock that poor 
George Fortescue was remembered.] 
They all agreed at parting, how­ 
ever, that they had never passed such 
a happy day, congratulated each oth­ 
er upon instituting so delightful a 
meeting, and promised to be punctual 
to their appointment the ensuing 
evening, when they were to eeleltrate 
tlu* new year, whose entrance they 
had welcomed in bumpers of good 
claret, as the watchman bawled 
“ twelve o’clock!” beneath tlu* win­ 
dow. 
They met accordingly, and their 
gaiety was without any alloy or draw­ 
back. It was only the first time of 
their assembling since the death of 
poor George Fortescue, that made tlie 
reolleetion of it painful; for, though 
but a few hours had intervened, they 
now took their seats at the table as if 
eleven bad been their original num­ 
ber and as if all were there who had 
ever been expected to be there. 
It Is thus in everything; Tke first 
time a man enters a prison the first 
book an author writes—the 11 rst pic­ 
ture an artist executes--the first bat­ 
tle a general wins—nay, the first time 
a rogue is hanged—(for a rotten rope 
may provide a second performance, 
even of that ceremony, with all its 
singleness of character)—differ incon­ 
ceivably from their first repetition. 
There is a charm, a spell, a novelty, 
a freshness, n delight, inseparable 
from the first experience, (hanging 
always excepted, be it remembered) 
which no art or circumstance can im­ 
partió the second. And it is the 
same in all the darker traits of life. 
There is a poignncy and anguish in 
the first assaults of sorrow, that is 
never found afterwards. In every 
case, it is simply that the first fine 
edge of our feelings has been taken 
off, and that it can never he restored. 
Several years had elapsed and our 
eleven friends kept up their double 
anniversaries, as they might aptly 
enough be called, with scarcely any 
perceptible change. But alas! there 
came one dinner at last, which was 
darkened by a calamity they never 
expected to witness, for on that very 
day their friend, companion, brother 
almost, was hanged!—Yes Stephen 
Rowland, the wit, the oracle, the life 
of their little circle, had, on the morn­ 
ing of that day, forfeited his life on 
a public scaffold, for having made one 
stroke of his pen in a wrong place. 
In other words, u bill of exchange 
for £700’ passed out of his hands for 
£1700: he having drawn the important 
little prefix to the hundreds; and the 
bill being paid at the banker’s without 
examining the words of it. The for­ 
gery was discovered—brought home 
to Rowland—and though the greatest 
interest was used to obtain the re­ 
mission of the penalty, poor Stephen 
Rowland was hanged. Everybody 
E 
itied him and nobody could tell why 
e did it. He was not poor; lie was 
not a gambler; lie was not a specula­ 
tor; but Phrenology settled it. The 
organ of acquisitiveness was discov­ 
ered in his head, after his execution, 
as large as a pigeon’s egg. He could 
not help it. 
It would be Injustice to the ton to 
say, that even wine, friendship and a 
merry session, could dispel the gloom 
which pervaded the dinner. It was 
agreed beforehand that they should 
not refer to the distressing and mel­ 
ancholy theme: and having interdict­ 
ed the only thing that really occupied 
their thoughts, the natural conse­ 
quence was, that silent contemplation 
took the place of dismal conversation; 
and they separated long before mid­ 
night.

Some fifteen years 
had now glided away since the fate of 
poor Rowland, ami the ten remained; 
but the hand of Time had written 
sundry changes in most legible char­ 
acters. Raven locks had become griz­ 
zled—two or three heads had not as 
many locks altogether as may he 
reckoned in a walk of half a mile 


along the Regent’s Canal—one was 
actually covered with a brown wig; 
I ho crow's feet were visible in the cor­ 
ner of the eye; good old port and 
warm Madeira carried it against 
hock, claret, Burgundy and Cham­ 
pagne—stews, hashes and ragouls, 
grew into favor; crusts were rarely 
called for to relish the cheese after 
dinner; conversation wax less bois­ 
terous, and it turned chiefly on poli­ 
tics and the state of the funds, or 
landed property; apologies were made 
for coming in thick shoes and stock­ 
ings; the doors and windows were 
more carefully provided with list and 
sand bags; the fire in more request; 
and a quiet game of whist filled up 
the hours that were wont to be de­ 
voted to drinking, singing and riotous 
merriment. The rubbers, a cup of 
coffee and at home by eleven o’clock, 
was the usual cry, when tlu* fifth or 
sixth glass had gone round after the 
cloth had been removed. At parting, 
too, there was now a long ceremony 
in the bail, buttoning tip great coats, 
tying on woolen comforters, fixing 
silk handkerchiefs over the mouth 
and up to the cars, and grasping 
sturdy walking canes, to support un­ 
steady feet. 
Their fiftieth anniversary had come 
and Death had indeed been busy. 
One had been killed by the overturn­ 
ing of the mail, in which he had taken 
his place to be present at the dinner, 
having purchased an estate in Mon­ 
mouthshire and retired thither with 
his family. And had undergone the 
the terrible operation for the stone, 
and expired beneath the knife—the 
third had yielded up a broken spirit 
two years after the loss of an oply sur­ 
viving and beloved daughter—a fourth 
was carried off in a few days by the 
cholera morbus—a fifth had breathed 
his last the very morning he obtained 
a judgment in bis favor by the Lord 
Chancellor, which had cost him his 
last shilling nearly to get, and which, 
afte r a litigation of eighteen years, 
declared him the rightful possessor of 
ten thousand a year—ten minutes af­ 
terwards he was no more. A sixth 
had perished by the hand of a mid­ 
night assassin, who broke into his 
house for plunder, and sacrificed the 
owner of it as he grasped convulsively 
a bundle of Exchequer hills, which the 
robber was drawing from beneath his 
pillow, where ho knew they were ev­ 
ery night placed for hot ter security. 
Four little old men, of withered ap­ 
pearance and decrepit walk, with 
cracked voices, and dim, ruyless eyes, 
sat down, by the mercy of Heaven (as 
they themselves tremulously declared) 
to celebrate for the fiftieth time the 
first day of tlu* year, to observe the 
frolic compact, which half a century 
ago they entered into at the Htur and 
Garter at Richmond! Eight were in 
their graves! Yet they chirped cheer­ 
ily over their glass, though they could 
scarcely carry it to their lips, if more 
than half full; and cracked t heir jokes, 
though they articulated their words 
with difficulty, and heard each other 
w.th still greater difficulty. 
They 
mumbled, they chattered, they laugh­ 
ed, if a sort of strange wheezing might 
lie called a laugh—and when the 
wines sent their icy blood in warmer 
pulse through their veins, they talked 
of their past as it were but a yesterday 
had slipped by them, and their future 
as it were a busy century that lay be­ 
fore them. 
They were just the number foraquiet 
rubber of whist; anil for three successive 
years they sat down toone. The fourth 
came and* the rubber was played with 
an open dummy; a fifth, and whist 
was no longer practicable; two could 
play only at eribbage, and eribbage 
was the game. But it was little more 
than the mockery of play. Their 
palsied hands could hardly hold, or 
their fading sight distinguish the 
cards, while their torpid faculties made 
them doze between each deal. 
At length came the l't»f dinner, and 
the survivor of the twelve, upon whose 
head four-score and ten winters had 
showered their snow, ate his solitary 
meal. It so chanced it was at his 
house and his table they had celebrat­ 
ed the first. In his roller, too, bad re­ 
mained for eight and forty years, the 
bottle which they had uncorked, re­ 
corked, and which he was then to un­ 
cork again. 
It stood beside him. 
With a feeble and reluctant grasp he 
took the “ frail memorial ” of a youth­ 
ful vow, and for a moment memory 
was faithful to her office. She threw 
open the long vista of buried years, 
and his heart travelled through them 
all. Their lusty and blithesome spring; 
their bright and fervid autumn; their 
chill, but not too frozen winter. He 
saw as in a miiror how one by one the 
laughing companions of that merry 
hour, at Richmond, had dropped into 
eternity. He felt all the loneliness of 
his condition, for he had eschewed 
marriage, and in the veins of no living 
creature ran a drop of blood whose 
source was in his own! and he drained 
the glass which he had filled, “to the 
memory of those who were gone,” 
the tears slowly trickled down tin* fur­ 
rows of his aged face. 
He had thus fulfilled one part of his 
vow, and prepared . himself to dis­ 
charge the other, by sitting the usual 
number of hours at the desolate table. 
With a heavy heart lie resigned him­ 
self to tlu* gloom of his own thoughts, 
a lethargic sleep stole over him—his 
head fell upon his bosom—confused 
Images crowded into his mind—he 
babbled to himself—was silent—and 
when his servant entered the room, 
alarmed by the noise he heard, he 
found his master stretched upon the 
carpet at the foot of his easy chair out 
of which lie had slipped in an apoplec­ 
tic tit. He never spoke again nor 
once opened his eyes, though the vital 
spark was not extinct tilt the follow­ 
ing day. And this was the l a st d in ­ 
n e r . '

T h e Herald jumps to very hasty 
conclusions relative to the success of 
the Fair. This may be fair, but it is 
scarcely in keeping with the many 
protestations of that journal relative 
to its support of Los Angeles interests. 
We fear the editors of the Herald 
have allowed their personal feeling 
toward a contemporary to overcome 
their better judgm ent.—[Express. 
The H e r a l d has jumped to the 
same conclusion, be it hasty or not, 
th at every one engaged in agricultu­ 
ral interests has formed—and it has 
jumped to a correct conclusion as 
tim e will demonstrate. The H e r a l d 
was not established to support every­ 
thing, good or bad, located in Los An­ 
geles. It hopes always to support the 
good. Does the Express mean to say 
that it is our city's interest to have a 
poor rather than a good Fair; and that 
therefore the H e r a l d should support 
it? The editors of the H e r a l d be­ 
lieve that the Fair was not what it 
m ight have been made; that it was 
mismanaged; that the $2,000 given by 
the State to the association was for 
some other purpose than for a purse 
race or series of races; that it pre­ 
supposed an agricultural display; a 
mechanical display; a display of the 
fine arts far superior to th at which was 
exhibited. The H e r a l d also believes 
th at the protest which has already 
gone up from the farmers in council 
was a just protest , and that the oppo­ 
sition now forming to oppose a subsidy 
for the future will be successful unless 
the public see some pledge, some secu­ 
rity that the present faults shall be 
remedied in the future. The H e r a l d 
desires to prevent this, if possible; but 
it must admit th at the objections to 
the present style of mismanagement 
are too well founded. The interest of 
Los Angeles county is the interest of 
the 
H e b a l d ; where mistakes are 
made and mismanagements occur, it 
m ust and will try to.correct them. 
On this it must rise or fall. 


T h e Santa Barbara Press grows still 
angrier over an attem pt at explana­ 
tion, and complains because during 
fair week, when every inch of space 
was chock full, that the H e r a l d did 
not devote more words to the explana­ 
tion and to editorial. It put in every 
line that the paper would contain, and 
left out advertisements to do it. Now, 
the H e r a l d has no unfriendly feel­ 
ings toward the Press; it admires the 
pluck of its editor, and does not intend 
to say one word th at will injure it, or 
appear to injure It. It did “intend” 
to be “courteous and fair,” and does 
not intend to “ be adroit and mean.” 
The number of the paper which it was 
proposed to send abroad, was the 
Illustrated Press of Sept. 27th. Now, 
Brother Johnson, take back your hard 
words.

In the San Fernando mountains, 
about 35 miles from this city, there 
are half a dozen oil springs breaking 
out at intervals of a mile and a half 
apart, on the side of the mountain. 
Tiiere has been some little excava­ 
tion at some of the springs, and they 
are now yielding about 20 barrels of 
oil per day, which is running to waste 
down the cañón. These springs are 
owned by different individuals in this 
county who, however, have not here­ 
tofore placed a very high estimate 
upon them as to their intrinsic value. 
A specimen of the oil was sent to 
Han Francisco and assayed by Louis 
Falkneau, State Assayer. His report, 
on exhibition in the Kink last night, 
is as follows:

W A SH IN G T O N . 


W a s h in g t o n , N ov. 14.—'The even­ 
ing session of the Cabinet to-day was 
continued over two hours, and was the 
most important which has taken place 
under President G rant's adm inistra­ 
tion. The capture of the Virginius, 
and the barbarities perpetrated by the 
Hpanisii authorities at Santiago de 
Cuba, formed the subject of serious 
consideration, and definite action to­ 
ward m aintaining the dignity of the 
United States in the existing circum­ 
stances was taken. 
All the members 
of the Cabinet are extremely reticent 
as to the conclusions reached. 
One 
member, wheu approached on the sub­ 
ject, replied: “As to the nature of the 
action agreed upon to-day, I can say 
nothing; but you may rest assured 
that the people of the country will be 
satisfied. 
Various rumors are circulated to­ 
night as to the determination of the 
Cabinet, one of which is that the Gov­ 
ernment will demand of Spain the 
immediate arrest and punishment of 
the parties m ainly instrumental in 
conducting the outrage. And if the 
Castelar Government shall be unable 
to give the required satisfaction, this 
Government will proceed to extreme 
measures to obtain it. 
The Treasury Department, upon a 
requisition from the Secretan,' of the 
Navy, shipped $230,000 to Norfolk, the 
headquarters of the North Atlantic 
fleet, in order that there m ight be 110 
delay in fitting out the ships—to 
leave with the least possible delay for 
Cuba. 
Rear-Admiral Scott, commanding 
the Cuban expedition, will sail from 
Norfolk on Monday for Havana. Spe­ 
cial instructions have been given him 
by the Government to report daily to 
the Department by the telegraph from 
Key West, and not to depend upon the 
Havana cable. 
Our Government will hold Spain to 
a strict accountability, no m atter 
whether the Virginius was in Cuban 
or British waters. 
The United States vessels are fitting 
out for Cuba at Norfolk, Charleston 
and Brooklyn. 
Great excitement exists in New 
York, Baltimore, St. Louis, W ashing­ 
ton, New Orleans and other cities. 
It can be stated on ofiicial authority 
that while the present naval prepara­ 
tions do not mean war against spaiu 
or Cuba, they are significant of a de­ 
termination that this 
Government 
means to protect American interests at 
any hazard, and to prevent the future 
occurrence of such massacres as those 
which followed the capture of the 
Virginius, as nothing effective can be 
depended upon from the Spanish Gov­ 
ernment. Our Government is now 
waiting to hear what the Spanish 
Government will do in response to an 
earnest protest against the outrage 
perpetrated against the victims of the 
Virginius outrage. It can be stated on 
authority that the President did not, 
as reported, write dispatches to Minis­ 
ter Sickles, directing an oiler of our 
co-operation to be made to the Presi­ 
dent of Spain, in a movement to con­ 
trol Cubans. Nothing of the kind has 
been suggested. 
Vlcé-Consul Hall, at Havana, writes 
to the Secretary of State that lie en­ 
tered an instant protest against the 
action of the Cuban authorities, in the 
case of the Virginius, but his com­ 
munications were cut oft', so that his 
protest did not reach Santiago in time 
to effect any good. 
General Sickles says that the Span­ 
ish Government is disposed to act 
fairly and honorably in the case. 
The Kansas has been ordered imme­ 
diately to Santiago de Cuba. 
The Mahocpac, M anhattan, Powhat- 
tan, Ossipee and Juniata were ordered 
to sea. 
Cuban meetings are held in New 
York, Philadelphia and other cities. 
The feeling is everywhere intense.

N e w Y o rk , Nov. 13.—A rumor is in 
circulation to-day on W all street to 
the effect that a defalcation of $660,000 
has been discovered in the accounts of 
officers of some of the western rail­ 
roads.

ernment, is regarded as an invention. 
A Washington dispatch says that news 
has been received that the" rest of the 
crew and passengers on board the Vir­ 
ginius had been shot, m aking 111 in 
all. It is semi-officially stated that 
demands have been made by this 
Government on th at of Spain, of such 
a nature as it will be impossible to ac­ 
cept, dnd must result in a rupture be­ 
tween the two countries, and that 
these demands have been telegraphed 
to Minister Sickles. 
W alter Stuart, who says he has 
every reason to believe his brother, 
Cally Htuart, is among the passengers 
on the Virginus, offers to pay liber­ 
ally for any information concerning 
his fate, and m akes the following 
proposition to the Cuban Patriots in 
this city: “ I will subscribe $50,000 to 
every $150,000 otherwise subscribed, if 
they will raise 1,000 men, well offi­ 
cered, able-bodied, and all having seen 
service, and put them on board a suit­ 
able vessel that Cubans shall furnish, 
properly equipped and provisioned, at 
some point on our coast I may selcot. 
As a guarantee to perform what I pro­ 
pose, I will forfeit $100.000, to be used 
for the benefit of families who have 
lost 
their protectors 
by Hpanish 
butchery.” 
The United States steamer Kansas 
sailed to-day for Santiago. 
Testimony in the Tweed cose has 
begun. 
Peckham having finished his 
address for the prosecution, and Mr.

Th ■ loveliness of the weather this 
morning intensified the interest in the 
race, and enticed thousands to the 
course who, under less favorable oir- 
euinstanees, would have studiously 
avoided this mild form of dissipation. 
Before the light of day had streaked 
the eastern horizon, the tide ot travel 
set toward the 1‘ark, and the roads 
centering at this point were lined with 
adventurous fellows of a speculative 
turn of mind, including gamblers, 
venders of various indigestible re­ 
freshments, and a varied assortment 
of vagabonds, all bent on securing 
advantageous 
locations 
about the 
country outlying the track. 
The economists who, through neces­ 
sity or choice patronized the pedestrian 
line, also made an early start, and 
with jacket in hand trudged along, 
and were hi appearance happy. At 8 
o’clock the roads presented a cheering 
scene. 
There were wagons, 
bug­ 
gies, drays, hacks, 
barouches and 
dump carts; in fact every vehicle of 
locomotion adaptable to the purpose 
of the season, occupied by people of 
every class and condition, pedest rians 
in groups and alone—as merry a crowd 
as lias ever passed out of tlie city. The 
stylish equipage, largely occupied by 
the fair but fast representatives of so*- 
ciety rolled along with the customary 
regard for the rights of pedestrians, 
and occasionally receiving salutations 
strikingly expressive; hut in the main 
the behavior of the crowd was con­ 
fined to genteel hilarity. The day 
was peculiarly Californian, and added 
to the delightful autum n; a mellow 
haze enveloped the surrounding hills, 
while a gentle breeze th at came in 
over the glittering sea, nearly laved 
the western extrem ity of the track,and 
toned the atmosphere to a refreshing 
temperature. To the Eastern visitor 
the scene must have been happy and 
inspiring. 
By 12 o’clock the grand rush had 
fairly begun, and a dense column of 
horses and carriages and people on 
foot, resembling the march of a great 
army, streamed steadily over the hill 
and down the avenue leading to the 
Park. Every available means of con­ 
veyance 
appeared 
to 
have 
been 
brought into service, from the impos­ 
ing four-horse drag to the rickety cart 
of the vegetable peddler. Thousands 
ean.e by the trains of the Han Jose 
Railroad, and walked the intervening 
distance of over a mile. 
W ithin the Park the scene was 
fairly suggestive of the day on the 
Derby Down. Hundreds of aristocratic 
carriages crowded in, occupied by gay 
votaries of fashion who discussed the 
probabilities of the approaching race 
w ith animation. 
The indispensable 
card sharp and his confreres were 
present in force, and had their tables 
and apparatus for genteel swindling 
arranged on every side, 
where the 
crowd did most predominate, both 
within and without the Park. H und­ 
reds dispeljed the tedium of the hours 
before the commencement of the race, 
by tampering with these wily fellows, 
and got their fingers burned. As usual 
the liackmen are charging forty dollars 
a load from the city, customers finding 
their own conveyance buck. 
A great speculator oit'ered the man­ 
agers of the race $15,000 for the re­ 
ceipts at the gate, stands and for ex­ 
tras, but the otter was refused. 
The horses were in good trim. True 
Blue, Thad. Stevens, and the other 
horses named for the contest, were 
aired aud moderately exercised this 
morning, and appeared to lie in excel­ 
lent condition. The friends and sup­ 
porters of True Blue casually rem ark­ 
ed, from tim e to time, that the horse 
was a little stiff about the knees, and 
lacked the desired amount of lustre 
in his eye—a statement that was in­ 
variably received 
with 
significant 
winks and nods by the keen adepts in 
matters pertaining to the turf. 
The true state of affairs was en­ 
shrouded with a suspicious mystery 
that the race alone could explain. To 
the uninitiated the gossip of the 
stables failed to contain any point of 
interest, other than the rejtort that the 
owner of True Blue decided upon dis­ 
tancing Thad. in the first heat; and 
failing in this, he had serious doubts 
of winning the contest.

The prevailing impression 
amongst the knowing ones was, that 
if there was enough monev piled on 
Irene that the weight or it would 
bring in her second.

Target keeps to the right of the stand 
in blankets, with a small knot of men 
around him, and gets his farewell rub­ 
bing. As ho canters by the stand he 
seems cooler and fresher than the 
mare, and there are less offers audi­ 
ble to back Irene. Willis Hull holds 
Target, while Donathan performs 
the same for Irene. The mare’s mouth 
gets a final sponging out. They are 
off, but 110 start. As they come back 
to the post the horse seems the livelier, 
and Donathan leads the mare. They 
start neck and neck, the mare gaining 
half a length in the first 200 yards. 
The pace is much livelier than that of 
the first heat. At the quarter the mare 
still leads. At 000 and 700 yards she 
maintains the same position, und from 
the half mile to the homestretch there 
is no variation. Coming round the 
first time, they finish the mile in 
1:50, neck and neck. 
SECOND TIM E ROUND. 
Target took the lead at the quarter 
and kept it to the hulf, and was let 
out from that point. His rider looked 
over his shoulder sometimes four, five 
and six lengths ahead of the mare, 
and beat her just as he liked in 3:47j. 
The crowd who were not inteWsted in 
the betting now commenced leaving 
and smothered the whole course in 
clouds of dust. 
T h ir d a n d F in a l H e a t —The 
horse was freely backed for the last 
heat, and Irene’s rider was changed, 
Hewston giving place to young Smith.

Between the heats the foot race came 
off, as Irene had to have u plate fixed 
and it was getting late. There were 
ten starters, amongst them a colored 
boy called Nigger Jim. These were 
accompanied by such a crowd of horses 
and carriages that it was impossible to 
see the race from the stand on account 
of the dust. Two gave up before they 
reached the half mile. It was a mat­ 
ter pf general comment that the con­ 
duct of the riders in obscuring the 
race was unjustifiable. The mile was 
won by an Indian boy, with a sheep- 
herder second. 
After this unsatisfactory break in 
the proceedings was concluded, Target 
and Irene came up for the final heat. 
It was getting quite dark—Irene’s ri­ 
der, the boy Smith, had to carry any 
quantity of lead. Great dissatisfac­ 
tion was expressed at the long inter­ 
val between the heats. When they 
got off Target took the lead, and at the 
S 
uarter he was two lengths ahead of 
íe mare. Irene seemed to come up 
toward the half, but the horses were 
invisible for dust and failing light, and 
their position was not clearly defina­ 
ble until they entered the homestretch, 
when they appenred to be neck and 
neck. As they neared the distance 
the mare drew ahead amid great 
cheers. She passed under the string 
half a length ahead, the horse coming 
with a rush. The last round Target 
came up at the quarter, but the mare 
Eiuton a spurt and led at the half by a 
ength. As they came up the home­ 
stretch, for the last time, the excite­ 
ment was intense. Target came with 
a fearful rush, but failed to reach the 
mare’s shoulder, Irene winning by 
half a length. 


In t!ie R in k . 
There was no falling off in the at­ 
tendance at the Rink last, evening, of 
both sexes. The inspiring music, gay 
combination of colors and kaleido­ 
scopic things combined, made up a 
scene of great pleasure to all visitors. 
There are about twelve vehicle man­ 
ufacturing establishments in this city. 
That of Lichtenberger, on Main street, 
Is the only one represented, however, 
in the Rink, by a buggy. It is of the 
gentleman’s, top-class—and was not 
manufactured for exhibition, but, nev­ 
ertheless, is there.

He has al­ 
ready shipped a large number, manu­ 
factured in his establishment, to Ari­ 
z >na, and some to San Diego. 
PREMIUMS a t t h e r in k .

COMPULSORY 
EDUCATION. 
[Concluded. [ 
When this much needed improve­ 
ment in our educational system shall 
have been carried into effect, we shall 
see fewer highly cultivated minds ren­ 
dered powerless for good, in conse­ 
quence of being lodged in weak and 
puny frames; and a much smaller pro­ 
portion of the immense number of 
graduates, that every year leave our 
public schools, thrown out upon the 
world almost entirely helpless, so far 
as regards the ability to earn an 
honest support. 
It is well known that youthful de­ 
pravity is greatly on the increase; and 
one of‘the principal causes of this, is 
the defect in our system of education 
which fails to impart to the young a 
knowledge of some branch of indus­ 
try whereby they will be freed from 
the necessity of becoming a burden 
upon the industry of others. 
Our 
lawmakers, while endeavoring to 
model our public school system after 
that of Prussia, seem to have left out 
of view one im portant fact, that 
while the Prussiau youth is educated 
up to the highest point of which he is 
capable, he is taught some trade or 
other employment, whereby he can 
earn an honest support. Our imper­ 
fect system turns out graduates who 
have been taught to do anything but 
work with their hands. The founda­ 
tion of our prosperity as a people must 
be laid in intelligent labor. And labor 
to be respected must be educated. And 
at least let this glaring detect in 
our educational system be removed 
before it is made compulsory. 
The theory that it is the duty of a 
wise government to create and con­ 
trol a system of instruction, In the 
same manner as it maintains an army, 
a navy, or a post ollice, had its origin 
among the monarchies of Europe and 
bears little or no relation to our free 
institutions. Under imperial govern­ 
ment it is an axiom that the govern­ 
ment is to do every tiling and be re­ 
sponsible for every tiling. We, on the 
contrary, as a people have heretofore 
maintained the opposite theory; that 
the government should do nothing not 
expressly assigned to it, and not even 
to do a public good, unless that good 
can be obtained in no other way. 
.Self reliance is a leading characteris­ 
tic of every people capable of self gov­ 
ernment, and it is much better to let 
such a people take care of themselves, 
even if they do not take quite so good 
care of themselves as some superior 
power might do. The American peo­ 
ple already seek too much aid from 
wliat is called the government. Subsi­ 
dies are sought for, agricultural col­ 
leges, steam ship lines, railroads, and 
other enterprises, until now there is a 
strong tendency not only to look to 
the government for aid in public en­ 
terprises, but also to consider it the 
source of power and to concentrate all 
power in the hands of the govern­ 
ment. Let the people yield to the 
State the right to control the schools, 
and to enforce, by the constable, at­ 
tendance upon a prescribed course of 
instruction, and the time is not dis- 
taut when the various systems estab­ 
lished by the several States will be­ 
come centralized and merged into a 
national system, which will be uni­ 
form throughout the country. For it 
cannot have escaped the attention of 
every observer, that an etibrt has been 
made to establish at W ashington a 
National Bureau of Education, and at 
a late meeting of the National Educa­ 
tional Society, held at New York, it 
was contended that it is the duty ol' 
Government to appropriate S20,000,000 
to establish a National University at 
W ashington. Let the people, then, 
yield the right of educating the chil­ 
dren to the State, and this right will 
soon pass into the hands of the Gener­ 
al Government, and the strength of 
government will increase in propor­ 
tion as the rights and privileges of the 
people diminish. 
It is the policy of government to 
make no distinctions in regard to the 
rights, duties and privileges of citizens. 
And for this reason, the children of all 
citizens, of whatever race, color, or 
previous condition, would be entitled 
to equal privileges in public schools. 
A compulsory school law would force 
into the schools all the turbulent, dis­ 
orderly and vicious boys in the dis­ 
trict, many of whom it would be im­ 
possible for the teacher either to edu­ 
cate or reform—whose influence would 
be only evil, and that continually. 
Under estate law no distinctions would 
he made in discipline, and no differ­ 
ence in instruction. 
All would be 
placed upon a dead level of uniformity. 
All must conform to the same course 
of instruction. The child of the most 
brilliant intellect must not be perm it­ 
ted to advance faster than his 'dull and 
stupid classmate. Thus the intellect­ 
ual powers of the talented would be 
dwarfed and repressed, in order that 
he may be made to keep pace with the 
naturally dull and negligent. A com­ 
pulsory law in sparsely settled dis­ 
tricts is impracticable. W hile it might 
be possible to enforce it in the large 
towns and villages, its enforcement in 
many parts of the State would be im­ 
possible. In our county many districts 
are fifteen or twenty miles in length, 
and the office of him whose duty it 
would be to hunt up truants and ab­ 
sentees overs > large an extent of coun­ 
try, and force them into the schools, 
would be 110 sinecure. Compulsory at­ 
tendance would deprive school officers 
and teachers of the right of suspension 
and expulsion, which is some times 
resorted to under the present system’ 
Otherwise those whose attendance is 
from compulsion rather than choice, 
may resort to insubordination and had 
conduct, in order to escape the duties 
of the school room. Before resorting 
to compulsion, let us inquire if there 
ure not other means better adapted to 
the accomplishment of the object in 
view. Education is really the birth­ 
right of every Am erican.' The prop­ 
erty of the State should educate all the 
children of the State, for the light of 
knowledge, like the glorious light of 
day, should be free to all. Let the 
money raised by taxation for educa­ 
tional purposes be expended as at pres­ 
ent by the local Boards of Trustees, 
who shall control the schools. Let the 
school houses lie made pleasant and 
attractive, and the surroundings such 
as shall please the eye and improve 


the taste; and especially let due regard 
he paid to providing innocent amuse­ 
ments and healthful exercise during 
the hours of recreation, and when all 
these things are provided, the teacher 
should lie able to attract to his school 
all the children living within a reason­ 
able distance, and keep them there 
cheerful and contented. But it he is 
under the necessity of calling to his 
aid the officers of the law to foree re­ 
luctant parents to semi unwilling chil­ 
dren to his school, he may well doubt 
whether he is not lacking in some of 
the elements of character that are es­ 
sential tosuc'-css in the profession he 
has chosen. 
T h e G r e a te s t D e sp o t.—In sen­ 
ten cing John McManus, of New York, 
to the State Prison for life for the mur­ 
der of Michael Kerwin, in June last, 
Judge Brady made some very whole­ 
some remarks. He said: 
“There are a class of persons in this 
community who think they have only 
to become intoxicated to aet with im­ 
punity everywhere. As I look upon 
it, the drunkard is the greatest despot 
in this country. He seems to stalk 
over this country wherever he pleases, 
to the terror of everybody whom he 
meets. You become intoxicated vol­ 
untarily, and you put yourself in a 
position dangerous to the community. 
That is 110 excuse for the crime. Y01 r 
crime is one that must be punished se­ 
verely. The City of New York must 
be made secure against all persons of 
your illegal disposition.”
